Stirring Milk te Cool It 
The Importance of Stirring milk 
while being cooled has been demon- 
straied In experiments conducted by 
the United Slates Department of Agri- 
culture. When the cans of milk are 
merely set In cold water the cooling 
process! Is very slow, much too alow. 
In fact, to be at all satisfactory to a 
progressive dairyman. In particular 
the milk at the top of the can above 
the level of the water la hardly ef- 
fected at all. The cold milk, being 
heavier thaa the warm, will re mala at 
the bottom of the can. while the 
warmer and llghtsW 
tag. Ultimately, of 
eaafal will acquire the 
tare, but this will require aaeh a 



If the farmer, the country mer- 
chant and cash buyer, the railroad 
and the car lot ahlpper will give spe- 
cial attention to certain polnta In tho 
marketing and handling of eggs In the 
middle W-st, the farm egg of that 
s-ctlou may be greatly Improved, ac- 
cording to the I nlted StateB Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

Vienna -Child Isbor and 
InslM as an Mdaatrlal disease are be 
ing studied by the head of the newly 
established chair of social medi-ln- 
or the University of Vienna. He 
round that in Germany as mN ss In 
Austria there Is an unduly high tuber 
culoals rate among youthful wage 
earners. He has shown that sickness 
Increases among children who leave 
school lor work. The increaae dur 
Ing Ihe first yesr of work Is not great, 
but in the second und third years It Is 
pronounced, and in the fourth year is 
higher than the first. 

He found that disease Is produced 
In working children not only by Im- 
proper conditions of labor -heat, dust, 
insufficient light, stagnant air — but 
also by the work Itself— the physical 
overstrain placed on an underdevel 
oped organism which should hsve its 
energies conserved for growth. After 
studying the problem at flrst hand and 
seeing all efforts to prevent the disas- 
trous effect of labor on und-rdevel 
oped children fall, he finds no remedy 
save the raising of the age limit for 
employment. 

The age of sixteen, he thinks. Is 
early enough for children to enter In- 
dustrial work: and even st sixteen the 
transition from school life to Indus- 
trial life should not be too abrupt.
